One must dip into the complexities of 
modern photo-engraving if he would ap- 
preciate the Egyptian photogravure 
stamps of 1923 and the other similarly 
produced issues of later years. While 
the Standard Catalogue simply lists the 
Fuad stamps in two varieties, size and 
perforation, the specialist has found at 
least three distinct plates through his 
study of the “screen” of the design. 

A copy of this evening’s newspaper

carries numerous pictures produced from 
etchings known as “half tones.” A com- 
parison of one of these pictures and one 
of the Egyptian stamps mentioned 
above will reveal that both have been 
produced in the same manner, that is, 
the picture is formed of dots, the inten- 
sity of which forms light and shadow. 
This degree of intensity of the dots is 
referred to as a “screen” and it may 
range from as few as 50 lines of dots to

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the inch to as many as 175 and the size 
and shape of these dots may vary con- 
siderably. 


In a line engraving, such as many of 
the illustrations you may see in newspa- 
per advertisements or upon the comic 
strip page, all parts of the design are 
reproduced with equal intensity but in a 
half tone, as its name implies, the en- 
graver is able to reduce the sharpness 
of the detail of the plate so that the 
printer, working with but one color, is 
able to offer a blending effect. 


In the case of the Egyptian stamps 
the half tones were etched into a copper 
cylinder and those produced in 1923 
have been identified as being printed 
from a “spattered” screen in which the 
dots can hardly be aligned and their size 
varies considerably.. A diagonal screen, 
with a more uniform arrangement of 
the dots, appeared in 1926 and a ver- 
tical screen has been traced to the same 
period. 

Because of the delicacy of the pho- 
togravure process of producing stamps 
flaws often appear and these must be 
eliminated by retouching. Such stamps 
hold a deep interest for the collector of 
an inquiring mind for he hunts out these 
“repairs.” Retouches are numerous on 
the Egyptian issues.

Australasian Notes

NEW ZEALAND. 


The Coronation stamps were placed 
on sale at all post offices throughout 
the dominion on May 13. Plates used in 
printing show the following plate num- 
bers: 1d.-1L; 1T; 4L and 4T., 214d.-2L 
and 2T. 6d.-3L. and 3T. These identi- 
fication marks may be found in the left- 
hand vertical selvedge opposite the 
fourth row of stamps. The imprint 
which reads: “Bradbury, Wilkinson and 
Co., Ltd., New Malden, Surrey, Eng- 
land.” appears in the center of the bot- 
tom selvedge. 


The 2 shilling denomination of the 
current pictorial series, was issued in 
May with the overprint “Official’’. 


NIUE. 


The date of issue of the Coronation 
stamps coincided with that of New Zea- 
land. Stamps printed from plates 1L, 
for the 1d., 2L for the 2'4d. and 3L for 
the 6d. were overprinted in black with 
the word “NIUE”. The overprint is 
situated in the center of the stamp, but 
slight variations in the position of 
“NIUE” have been noted. Whether 
these will be of any philatelic signifi 
cance remains to be seen. 


I am indebted to two of my readers 
for sending me “first flight” covers via 
the San Francisco-Hong Kong route. 
These bear the date stamp of Hong 
Kong: “2.30/ 28 Ap/ 37/”. The cov- 
ers reached Melbourne five days later, 
and are backstamped accordingly. Thus 
the whole trip is accomplished now in 
fourteen days. The extremely high 
postal rates will, 
extremely useful service being used by a 
larger number of people. Let us hope 
that with the progress of aviation the 
charges will experience a retrogade move.

The Hungarian International Fair 
stamps, recently issued to draw atten- 
tion to the world market held annually 
in Budapest, probably will appear each 
year in the future. The present issue will 
be available for postage until Dec. 31. 


In Czechoslovakia there are at this 
time no less than eighty-one different 
postage stamps that may be used to 
frank mail. This situation has resulted 
in a great loss of time in the post offices 
as the clerks examine letters and pack- 
ages to determine if the stamps are still 
valid. It has already been decided that 
forty-five varieties of stamps will be 
withdrawn from sale, and in the future 
not more than thirty different stamps 
will be recognized by the postoffice de- 
partment. 


Forgeries of the Roumanian (Mold- 
avia) 80 parale red, 1858 issue, are mov- 
ing in the stamp market. The forgeries 
are sometimes offered on cover. 


The Mother’s day stamps of Czecho- 
slovakia will be in use until the end of 
November. The printing is reported to 
be: 50 50h—1,600,000; 1kr 50h—1,200,- 
000; 2kr. 1kr—600,000. 


A French stamp dealer visiting Bor- 
deaux was astonished at the cleanliness 
of the city and asked an explanation of 
a resident. 

“The streets of the city are washed 
daily,” replied the man. “You will learn 
the reason before the end of the day.” 

Three times before nightfall the vis- 
iting merchant saw the streets washed— 
with rain. After each shower the wind 
and sun dried the city. Bordeaux, be- 
sides having the greatest annual rainfall 
of any French city, has been a leader in 
the wine export business for ninety years 
to the island of Mauritius. The rain and 
the wine export business are linked with 
stamps in this way. 

Most of the good Mauritius stamps 
on cover originally came to the wine 
merchants of Bordeaux from Frenchmen 
who had emigrated to Mauritius. Finds 
of these covers are still being made in 
the city. 

The dealer I mentioned above said 
that during his visit to the town he saw 
a man with a handful of Post Office 
Mauritius covers—but in what condi- 
tion! The covers were found in a cellar 
and eighty years of rain had all but 
ruined the treasure. Even so, the stamps 
brought 22,000 francs.

umn was in the nature of a “scoop,” as 
far as the philatelic press of the United 
States is concerned, several details rela- 
tive to the exactness of the stamp were 
slightly in error. 

One of these was the information im- 
parted by Your Washington Correspond- 
ent that the statues being carved by 
Gutzon Borglum would be depicted on 
the stamp. 

Well, it just so happened that we had 
“the cart before the horse” as the saying 
goes, as the statue, or rather memorial 
of historical symbolism which this emi- 
nent artist is now fashioning, WILL BE 
USED AS THE PREDOMINATING 
ILLUSTRATION ON THE SECOND 
COMMEMORATIVE ADHESIVE IS- 
SUED FOR THE ACTUAL ESTAB- 
LISHMENT OF THE TERRITORY, 
and the stamp will be placed on first 
day sale at Marietta, July 15, 1938. 
That’s a date to be remembered. 


On Thursday, July 1, the fourth edi- 
tion or 1937 issue of the Federal Migra- 
tory Bird Hunting, or “duck” stamps, 
went on sale at United States post of- 
fices throughout the country. Preliminary 
announcement of this stamp was made 
in this column several months ago. 


The stamp is required of every person 
of sixteen years of age or more who is 
engaged in the hunting of waterfowl. 
The stamps sell for $1 each. 

The proceeds of not less than 90 per 
cent of the sales of this stamp are 
turned over to the biological survey of 
the department of agriculture for estab- 
lishing, maintaining, and administering 
migratory bird refuges. 

The stamp for 1937 depicts five scaups 
of broadbills, settling down on Atlantic 
Coast feeding grounds. The design was 
developed by J. D. Knapp, New York 
City sportsman and artist. The plate 
number of the stamp is 136,267. 


It has been announced that approxi- 
mately $600,000 worth of the “duck 
stamps” were sold last year at the post 
offices throughout the country. 


According to an announcement by 
post office officials, a total of $1,949,019 
in stamps was sold by the Philatelic 
Agency for the fiscal year, ending June 
30. Sales for year previous amounted 
to $1,846,253 for an increase of $98,766. 
The past year marked the largest return 
in the history of the agency with the 
exception of 1935 when the famous 
Farley imperforates were offered for sale. 


P. S. Chamberlain, redemption section 
chief of the post office department was 
in charge of first day sales of the North- 
west Territory stamp at Marietta, Ohio, 
July 13.

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New Die Discovered 





Thirty-four years ago the Post Office 
Department produced a new type 2-cent 
stamp and it became so common that 
millions of copies still move around in 
stamp trading circles. One might con- 
clude that all the varieties in the print- 
ing of this stamp have long since been 
discovered by the specialists. However, 
the June issue of the Bureau Specialist 
brings us something new about this item 
which, apparently, has escaped notice for 
many years. Die II has been isolatcd 
and the printing plates identified. The 
stamp is our old friend Scott No. 319, 
Washington’s portrait on a shield back- 
ground. 

But let Norbert J. Eich tell of this 
new variety: 

“While studying this stamp for plate 
varieties, a constant difference was no- 
ticed to exist between the early and late 
printings of the stamp. It was pro- 
nounced enough to make it discernable. 
A careful check on data obtainable yield- 
ed interesting results. 

“All of the early plates were rolled in 
from transfer rolls made from the orig- 
inal die cut for the shield design. A roll 
from this die was used to make another 
die. The second die was retouched and 
new transfer rolls were made which, in 
turn, were used to lay down the later 
plates. This retouching results in a type 
variety which we call Die II. 

“The proofs from the second die show 
a pronounced strengthening of the inner 
frame line in the curve in the lower left 
corner from the top of the T around «he 
curve. In addition the background lines 
above the left tip of the T and below 
the ribbon have been strengthened. The 
strengthening of the background lines is 
not as discernible on the stamps as is 
the heaviness of the frame line. 

“The new transfer rolls were first used 
on plate No. 4339 and thereafter on all 
400 subject plates with but few excep- 


tions. The plate number check list on 
the two dies is as follows:

Editex’s Comment 


TROUBLE WITH Many collectors 
CORONATION SETS have declared 

open season on 
dealers who have been unable to fill 
Coronation orders at advertised prices. 
The situation has been developing to a 
critical stage for some weeks and the 
bubble has now burst with the official 
word that the market was caught short 
on Southern Rhodesia. The fading hopes 
of many American dealers that the or- 
ders they sent to the African dominion 
would yet turn up seem to have “gone 
with the wind” and there is nothing to 
do but go into the open market and pick 
up such Southern Rhodesia sets, at high 
prices, as may be available if they are 
to complete their stocks of Coronation 
sets. 

Now as to this unpleasant situation 
which finds some dealers and some col- 
lectors glaring at each other from oppo- 
sites of this magazine. We think there 
is room for criticism on both sides with 
the collector more at fault than the

dealer. It was known a long time ago 
that the Coronation sets would be issued 
and this magazine warned its readers 
that to delay placing their orders with 
responsible dealers could only result in 
their being compelled to pay a high 
price for some of the short issues. Some 
collectors apparently did not take us 
seriously and have complained that mon- 
ey sent to long established dealers has 
been returned despite the fact these 
dealers permitted their “cut rate” price 
on Coronations to run too long. 

At no time have we condoned the 
price cutting that featured the advance 
advertising on Coronations. Dealers 
were afraid of each other. Someone 
with more money than wisdom cut the 
price to within a few cents of cost and 
others foolishly did likewise. Each was 
fearful to increase prices even when the 
clouds began to gather on the horizon. 
The result? So far as we know all ad- 
vance orders were filled but when addi- 


tional supplies from the dominions 
failed to arrive, some dealers were 
helpless. They had every right to ex- 


pect that their orders would be filled 
and that they could deliver at advertised 
prices. We know of one instance in 
which a stamp dealer placed orders for 
dominion Coronations with three sources 
and it never entered his head that there 
would be difficulty. Yet this man has 
not yet received any dominion stamps. 
He sent his money overseas to respon- 
sible, agents and felt he was secure. Now, 
shall the collector who ordered late ex- 
pect that dealer, or any other who has 
been caught short, to fill a Coronation 
order at the silly prices that have fea- 
ured this whole business? 

One other bit of information should 
be considered by disgruntled collectors. 
Dealers place advertising in this and 
other stamp magazines from two to three 
weeks in advance of publication. Once 
the production of an issue of the maga- 
zine begins there is no way the dealer 
can cancel or change his advertising be- 
cause it is a costly business to interrupt 
the routine of a publishing house. This 
means that even though a dealer learns 
a week or so before his advertising ap- 
pears that the world stamp market has 
undergone a radical change, there is 
nothing he can do to ward off orders if 
he has offered to sell affected items at a 
cost below the newly developed market.

Linn’s Central Europe correspondent 
wrote me recently that he had learned 
of a most unusual collection of Hun- 
garian stamps, composed entirely of that 
very common design in which peasants 
are seen laboring in a field of grain 
(Scott A8, 9 and 13). The collection is 
owned by an Austrian and embraces no 
fewer than 1,221 varieties of this one 
design. Our correspondent adds that he 
believes it possible to build a Hungarian 
collection containing 50,000 varieties.

This from | 
the post office public relations officer. | 

Yorkshire Post (June 7)—‘When the} 
issue of the Coronation stamps ends next | 
month,” said the post office public rela- | 
tions officer, “‘a new George VI stamp of | | 
the same value will be introduced and if | 
sheets of King Edward VIII three-half- 
penny stamps remain unsold at that date 
it is proposed that they will be destroyed 
because the supply of all the other Ed- 
ward stamps will then be exhausted.”

Slowly but surely signs are appearing 
and pointing to the passing of our be- 
loved precancels. I am no wolf crier, 
but it would be downright foolishness to 
leave these things go by unnoticed with- 
out at least a casual comment. The 
ever increasing use of meters, paid per- 
mits and the like, the smudging of pre- 
cancelled stamps and the many restric- 
tions and rulings of late can be nothing 
else than the beginning of the end. It 
may take ten years or more, maybe not 
that long, one can hardly guess what the 
powers that be will do next and when. 
I would not be surprised if only the 
lower values were all that the depart- 
ment would allow to be _ precancelled 
even within the next few years. Person- 
ally I think it is only a matter of time 
until the cost of these meter machines is 
lowered and they will replace the need 
for parcel post values. As it stands now 
the company that uses one of these ma- 
chines must pay for it. If the govern- 
ment should decide to bear all or part 
of the burden of these machines it would 
mean good-bye stamps. There are quite 
a number of other phases to this question 
and I would like to hear some comment 
from readers.

No African Errors 





Writing about the Union of South 
Africa Coronation stamps in the June 
issue of The South African Philatelist, 
Dr. Alec Kaplan states that minor plate 
flaws are common and as the watermark 
runs sideways there are certain to be 
some stamps showing the watermark in 
reverse. 

“As has been stated there are no er- 
rors,” he continues,” but there are a few 
important varieties. The most important 
occurs on the 1/- value. On the thir- 
teenth stamp of the second row a con- 
stant smudge appears on the KA of 
AFRIKA and above it, thus obliterating 
the hyphen of SUID-AFRIKA. A so- 
called error has been given prominence 
in the lay press, that in some of the 4 
and 1d values the word “inkomste” has 
been incorrectly spelled with an x in- 
stead of ak. This variety occurs in the 
bottom row of the 14d and in the second 
row of the 1d value, and is merely caused 
by the letter k being slightly defective 
and not well inked.”
